OWEN D. YOUNG SAYS— 


“Now what about the sanctity of 
obligations and the importance of 
their punctual performance. That lies 
back of our whole system of credit 
and currency. Gold is only a partial 
cover, perhaps less than ten per cent, 
of the outstanding currencies and 
credits. What is back of the other 
ninety per cent? Economists may tell 
us that it is commodities in process 
or in movement. I tell you that it is 
promises of men. Promises which 
must be sacred, and promises which 
must be punctually performed if 
credits and currencies are to be good. 
Let me advise you. Any obligation 
which you make—perform it. If it be 
for money—pay it. If you can not 
pay it—renew it, but never neglect it 
and never default on it. Your credit, 
not for money alone, but for good 
faith, depends upon it. The credit of 
the nation, the value of our currency, 
the conduct of business, our very liv- 
ing, depend upon the sanctity of pub- 
lic and private obligations.’—From 
an address delivered by Mr. Young at 
the Summer Commencement of St.
